A House Left in Good Order 

Official figures which came last 
week Should be noted well by 
Canadians. 

.Ear what they showed, beyond 
any dispute wihatever, is that when 
Mr. Diefenbaker recently handed 
over the Government of Canada to 
Mr. Pearson he presented Mr. 
Pearson with a house in good 
order. 

(He left Mr. Pearson a country 
whose national production in 1962 
Rad climbed eight per cent to a 
peak of $40.4 billion — the great¬ 
est increase achieved by any west¬ 
ern country, and the biggest in¬ 
come ever earned in history by a 
country with a popualtion of 20 
'million people. 

He left him with a country 

which, after years of trade defi¬ 
cits, had at last achieved a favor¬ 
able trade balance. 

He left him with a country 

which, on the testimony of Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy, had achieved a 

greater price stability than any 
other western industrial nation. 

He left him with a country 

whose reserves of gold and U.S. 
currency had been brought to $2 
billion — the greatest reached in 
years. 

He left him with a country in 
which, during 1962, trade had 
reached an all-tifhe hifgh; in which 
manufacturing had jumped by 
eight per cent, construction by 8.2 
per cent, business capital invest¬ 
ment by 4.8 per cent, outlays for 
new machinery and equipment by 
.8.6 per cent, and consumer spend¬ 
ing by five per cent. 

In short, Mr. Diefenbaker left 
Mr. Pearson with a country whose 
people were producing more, sell¬ 
ing more, earning more and saving 
snore than ever before in their 
BuStory. 

The facts —official —are there 
for all to see. 

Mr. Pearson lias said that he will 
"'get the economy going,” "restore 
(confidence.” 

If Mr. Pearson can "get the 


economy going” beyond an increase 
of eight per cent In the gross 
national product in a single year, 
we shall all be grateful to him — 
and we shall not hold him to his 
talk about "60 days of achieve¬ 
ment.” 

But what many must wonder 
about, in the light of the facts we 
have cited, is what Mr. Pearson 
can have in his mind when he 
talks of “restoring confidence.” was 
there really any lack of confidence, 
or reason for lack of confidence, 
in a country which in trade and 
income and price stability surpass¬ 
ed every other western nation in 
1962? 

We must all hope that Mr. 
Pearson does well; to wish him 
well is but to wish well for Cana¬ 
da. But for truth’s sake, if for no¬ 
thing else, let Mr. Pearson and his 
friends stop trying to give the im¬ 
pression that they took over a 
broken-down Canadian economy. 

They took over a house in good 
order — a strong, going concern.
